Dental Auxiliaries 


ENROLLMENT TRENDS ON DENTAL AUXILIARY EDUCATION: During 1969-70, 14 new denta! hygiene 
programs were established, thereby increasing to 100 the number of programs now in operation. As 
4 result, total enrollment increased 14 percent, from 5,187 to 5,946 and the number of first year 
students increased 26 percent, from 2,624 in 1968 to 3,316 in 1969-70. Further, it was encouraging 
to note that the number of dental hygiene graduates increased from 1,834 in 1968 to 2,231 in 1969 
or an increase of 22 percent. 

The steady growth in auxiliary education programs is exemplified by noting that there 
were 154 accredited dental assisting programs in operation at the beginning of the last academic 
year, twenty more than in 1968. The 5,074 students enrolled in dental assisting programs during 
1969 rep d an of 13 percent over the 4,475 enrolled in 1968. The number of gradu- 
ates increased 18 percent, from 2,302 in 1968 to 2,715 in 1969. 

There were 23 accredited dental! laboratory technician training programs in operation in 
1969, four more than in 1968. Enrollment increased from 803 in 1968 to 965 in 1969 or a 20 per- 
cent increase. There were 357 dental laboratory technician graduates in 1969 as compared to 
325 in 1968. 





DENTAL HYGIENE 


TABLE 2 indicates the admission requirements for each of the dental hygiene schools in operation 
during the last academic year. It should be noted, that 81 percent of the schools require a mini- 
mum of high schoo! graduation as an admission requirement, 9 percent require one year of college, 
and 10 percent require two years of college. 


TABLE 3 shows the enrollment in dental hygiene programs in the schools of the United States and 
Canada. The number of first year students increased from 2,624 in 1968 to 3,301 in 1969 which 
represented a 26 percent increase. During the same year, total enrollment increased 14 percent. 

FIGURE 1 illustrates the enrollment increase since 1960. The 5,931 students enrolled in 
1969 dental hygiene programs were more than double the 2,497 students enrolled in 1960. This 
trend in enrollment is most encouraging. 

FIGURE 2 shows the number of dental hygiene graduates for each year since 1960. The 
average rate of increase during the ten year span was 10.6 percent. The 14 percent increase in 
enrollment from 1968 to 1969 wil! be reflected in the number of graduates next year. 


TABLE 4 indicates that 30 dental! hygiene prog! offer bachelor degrees and six have 
master degree programs available. The remaining dental hygiene programs offer associate degrees 
or certificates for successful completion of the program. The associate degree was a degree of 
preference by the majority of dental hygiene education programs. 





TABLE 5 indicates the distribution of dental hygiene students by state or province. As can be 
noted, the majority of students are from the states of New York (801), California (472), Illinois 
(360), Ohio (326), Minnesota (325), and Florida (258).

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DENTAL ASSISTING 


There were 154 schools with accredited dental assisting programs in the United States as of 
October 15, 1969. This represented 20 additional progr from the preceding demic year. 

FIGURE 4 indicates the enroliment in accredited dental assisting programs from 1962 
through 1969. During this period, enroliment increased significantly. The 5,074 students enrolled 
in 1969 represented an increase of 13 percent over the 4,475 enrolled in 1968. This increased 
enrollment is fairly and indi an ging trend in the production of an adequate 
number of qualified dental assistants. 

The number of graduates from dental assisting programs from 1962 through 1969 is indi- 
cated in figure 5. During this eight year period, the number of graduates more than tripled. The 
increase from 2,302 in 1968 to 2,715 in 1969 approximated an 18 percent rise. 








TABLE 2 in the dental assisting section of this annual report indicates the length of courses, the 
type of certificate awarded, tuition costs and educational requirements for each of the 154 dental 
assisting programs. The courses varied in length from one to two years depending upon the type 
of degree or certificate awarded. The principle factor related to the cost of education and tuition 
was related directly to the resident status of the student. 

FIGURE 6 indicates the type of employment obtained by the 1969 dental assistant graduate.

DENTAL LABORATORY TECHNOLOGY 





As of October 15, 1969, there were 23 accredited dental lab y hnology prog in the 
United States. There were four new schools developed during 1968-69. 

FIGURE 7 illustrates the growth in enrollment in dental laboratory technology programs 
since 1962. During this time, enroliment increased 227 percent, which was largely attributed to 
the development of a significant number of new educational programs. There was a 49 percent 

Hi increase b 1965 and 1966, a 43 percent increase from 1966 to 1967 and a 20 per- 
cent increase from 1968 to 1969. 

FIGURE 8 indicates the sharp enrollment increase which was demonstrated in 1966 and 
reflected in the number of graduates in 1969. There were 357 dental laboratory technicians gradu- 
ated in 1969 or more than twice as many as were graduated in 1967. 

FIGURE 9 indicates the type of employment obtained by the dental laboratory technology 
graduates.
